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The intrepid traveller might go on foot along the main road towards Adderbury and just 
before he reaches the Milton turn by the Highways Depot, he might look down into the 


valley and see in the bottom of tne dip what appears to be a dilapidated tin-roofed 
cow shed. Not so at one time, for this wes Deddington's Pest House, an isolation. 
hospital so less for those vies Led by smallpox, To judge from its size there can have 
been few creature comforts here - a bed to die in, a fire in the hearth and ‘nothing 
more probably. The stone cottage stands on land leased by Mr. Sid Canning, who can 
remember it stiil in use in the early part of this century for scarlet fever victims. 


The Pest House and its surrounding fields is owned-and administered by our local 
Feoffees, or trustees of the Deddington Charity Estates, a body set up in 1612 by 
Squire Richard Cartyrlent of Aynao, who generally ran church affairs at that time. 
Administration of the Estate, which also owned lands to the extent of 43 acres and 
vitage, Town Hall and Almshouses, was somewhat chequered in the last

W.I. Recipe of the Month 


Red cabbages are coming into the shops and they are very nice cooked and eaten as a hot 
vegetable. We always have this dish with our Christmas turkey, and it keeps in the 
fridge or freezer for weeks. 

You need: good sized red cabbage, shredded finely 

large onion, chopped 

large cooking apples, peeled and chopped roughly 
tablespoons of sugar 

-3 tablespoons of vinegar 

milled pepper 

salt, a litt e oil or dripping

METHOD: Glaze the onion in the fat, then add the rest of the ingredients with a little 
water, just enough to cook in without burning the saucepan. Cook until the cabbage is 
soft, but not mushy. (5 minutes in pressure cooker, 20 -— 30 minutes in saucepan). Add 
salt to taste, quite a lot is needed, red cabbage is rather bland. Store in fridge, and 
reheat just enough for each occasion you want it for. It improves on keeping and 
reheating.

CHURCH NEWS 


I must take time off from writing about births, marriages and deaths, or chistenings, 
weddings and funerals ~ fascinating though these subjects are. 


From November 10th there will be a new Prayer Book in the Church of England. It is 

of interest because it will be the first new Prayer Book since 1662, when there was a 
revision of the very first English Prayer Book of 1549. There was, in fact, a 
revision in 1928 which was widely used, but which was never authorised by Parliament. 
The new Book is really new and not just a revision. It is now published with full 
authorisation, with a specially bound copy for the Queen, and with all the razzamattazz 
of which the English are so fond. 


Visitors looking at Deddington church for the first time ask me "How old is it?" 
There is no one sentence answer. I might say "There is something in it from every 
century from 1066 to 1980". My point is that the church building is not a fossil, 
fixed for ever the way it was at first. It is a living help to worship. 


So should the Prayer Book be both ancient and modern. It .10uld have, for instance, 

a Marriage Service with vows. for bride and bricegroom recognisably the same as past 
vows. But it is hardly sensible for a bridegroom to say today "I plight thee my 
troth", It was.once a good thing to pray for the Queen and her Privv Council at every 
Communion service. In the 16th century the monarch and the Council did things, 

while Parliament might not meet for six months. Today the Privy Council c’oses 
churchyards and publishes the London Gazette but it does not run the country. It is 
the Prime Minister and the Government who need prayers. More important, we live in 

a larger world today. The 1662 Book knew nothing of countries outside the British 
Tsles except as the Queen's enemies. It was a narrow view and a narrow book. 


The new book is in more modern English. It is not very attractive English - but 
that is your fault for no longer speaking the language of Shakespeare. The Prayer 
Book should reflect us as we are, not as we ought to be ~ though there are limits 
to this. 


One point stands out. There is much more variety in the new book. All through, 
there is a choice between prayers. 


Lastly, the old Prayer book is still valid, and will be used for some time until our 
present copies wear out. The new book is hardly cheap at £4.60. We hope that 


individuals will buy their own copies. If anyone would like me to get a copy for 
them, I will gladly do so.

DEDDINGTON CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH 


Most people in Deddington will already know that this church had. its centenary 
celebrations during September this year. Extensions to the building itself have, 
during the last few months, taken the form of a new kitchen and toilet facilities; 
these became operaticnal just in time for the celebration. 


During the month of September, we were privileged to have visits from both a Birmingham 
Choir and a Witney Choir. The members of both these choirs were from many Christian 
aécnominations. 


IT have been appointed minister of this church as from 27th September last (the church 
has not had its own minister for some 25 years); but since we have all known each: 
other for about that same period there are not likely to be any great surprises for 
them or for me. 


My religious career has been quite varied. I began as a C of E organist in 1949 and 
have, in addition to playing organ, preached in some sixty~two churches and chapels 

in England and Wales. These have rangea from Salvation Army, Assembly of God, 

C of E, R.C. Convent, Baptist, Wesleyan, Methodist, Capel Annibynwyr, Capel Bedyddwer, 
Calfiniaeth Methodistiaid, U.R.C. From this list it will be obvious that, as well as 
being evangelical, IT am truly ecumenical. 


The provisional programme for this chapel is that I conduct communion service on the 
first. Sunday of month, and then to concuct a family service on the third Sunday of the 
month. . The remaining alternate Sundays will be filled by guest speakers from as 
many of the other denominations as is practicable. From time to time I hope to visit 
Wales as an evangelist, when I am not particularly needed to preach at home. 


cuay each Fridey evening at 7.30, conducted by myself on the alternate 
weeks only. This is followed by a fairly short prayer meeting, when we pray that 

God. will bless our Wesleyan and Anglican friends as well as ourselves, particularly the 
service to be held on the following Sunday at all three places of worship. We also 
like to bring before God any in special trouble, the seriously ill, those held hostage, 
earthquake victims, war-torn areas ~ just to mention a few of the people in distress. 


We believe that God cares about the welfare of all people, both in body and in soul, 
and we pray accordingly. We also meet to do this on Fridays at 6.00 p.m. in St. James 
Parish Church, here in Somerton where I live. 


We within the Congregationist discipline claim no monopoly for having the Gospel 
message. It is much too big to restrict such good news to any one single group. It 
is my desire and prayer that God will send a revival to Deddington, so that, people will 
once more throng our Church and Cl apel here, filling them to capacity, and having a 
great desire to hear the Word of God. 


In this age in which we live there is only one class of people who can be optimistic, 
and they are those who have put their trust in God, and have centred their whole life- 
stvle upon him. 

May God bless each one of you. Do come and join one or other of the three Christian 


Churches in Deddingten.
